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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-22 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 , 8 - 1 1 , 14, 18 - 20 and 22. drawn to a method of coating using 
a polymer compositing, classified in class 424, subclass 400+. 

II. Claims 2, 6, and 15-17, drawn to a method of coating using pre-polymer 
in aqueous acid media, classified in class 424, subclass 400+. 

III. Claims 3-5, and 7 drawn to a medical article, classified in class 422, 
subclass 400+. 

IV. Claim 12, drawn to a method of forming a coating using a pre-polymer in 
aqueous basic or neutral media, classified in class 424, subclass 400+. 

V. Claim 13, drawn to a method of forming a coating using a pre-polymer in 
non-aqueous media, classified in class 424, subclass 400+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I is related to each of Inventions 11, IV, and V ad a distinct process. 
The related inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, 
i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the 
inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially 
different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the 
instant case, invention I requires coating using a polymer that is already formed.

whereas in inventions 11, IV and V, the coating process uses a composition wherein the 
polymer is formed during the coating step. 

Inventions I, II, IV, and V are each related to Invention III as process of making 
and product made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be 
shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be used to make another and materially 
different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product can be 
made by several materially different methods, namely, the methods of Inventions I, II, IV 
and V. 

inventions II and IV are directed to related processes. The related inventions are 
distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; 
the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are 
either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, Invention II 
requires an aqueous acidic media, whereas Invention IV requires an aqueous basic 
media. As such, the inventions are drawn to mutually exclusive processes having 
different modes of operation. 

Inventions II and V are directed to related processes. The related inventions are 
distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; 
the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are 
either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, Invention II 
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requires an aqueous media, whereas the process of invention V requires a non- 
aqueous media. As such, the processes are mutually exclusive and have different 
modes of operation. 

Inventions IV and V are directed to related processes. The related inventions are 
distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; 
the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are 
either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case. Invention IV 
requires an aqueous media while invention V requires a non-aqueous media. The 
processes are therefore mutually exclusive and have different modes of operation. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because search and examination of more than one of the abovementioned 
Inventions in a single application would be a burden on the examiner, restriction is 
proper.
